BOOTHEN 


At Boothen services were held from 1870 in the school church built that year. An 
iron mission church was built in 1877 and replaced by the present stone church of 
All Saints erected in 1887-8 on a site given by Sir Thomas Boughey. The Diocesan 
Church Extension Society gave £230 and the Incorporated Church Building Society 
£120, and £4,000 was raised by subscription. The church was designed by Charles 
Lynam and is in the Perpendicular style with nave, chancel, two aisles under 
separate gabled roofs, and a west turret. [VCH VIII 192]
